SURVEY OF 1958 2-YEAR-OLDS 


NEW YORK 
By Kent HoLiincswortH 


Saratoga for 75 years has been a prov- 
ing ground for 2-year-olds. The deep 
track. the season, and tradition combine 
each year to bring the montage of the 
Eastern 2-year-old divisions into sharp 
focus. 

This year the Saratoga meeting revealed 
one exceptional colt, several nice ones. 
and a group of fillies which would be 
welcome in any man’s broodmare band. 

Christopher T. Chenery’s First Landing. 
by *Turn-to—Hildene, emerged from the 
upstate New York meeting as the East’s 
best 2-year-old colt. There were indica- 
ticns, even before Saratoga, that First 
Landing was a chip off the old block 
(Hildene already had produced Hill 
Prince. Prince Hill, Third Brother, and 
Mangohick), and his seemingly effortless 
victories in the Saratoga Special and Hope- 
ful Stakes substantiated the notion. He 
previously had won the Juvenile and Great 
American Stakes. 

In the Hopeful, First Landing met and 
vanquished the stiffest kind of competi- 
tion in First Minister. The latter, by Pri- 
mate—Dou Douia, bred by Edgar Zantker 
and leased to E. Leigh Cotton, had come 
into his own with crashing victories in the 
Kash and Grand Union Hotel Stakes. 

First Minister’s triumph in the Grand 
Union was impressive on 2 counts: (1) 
le had appeared hopelessly beaten when 
cought in a pocket at the head of the 
stretch. and (2) his closing rush left 2 
nice colts, Intentionally and East Indian. 
floundering in his wake. 

First Minister caught First Landing in 
the Hopeful at the head of the stretch. 
point of departure for the Primate colt’s 
winning moves in his previous stakes wins. 
But First Landing treated his earnest chal- 
lenger contemptuously. The race was over 
in a couple of jumps. Eddie Arcaro let out 
a noteh, and First Landing bounded away. 
winning as he pleased by more than 5 
lengths. 

Of these 2, First Minister has the more 
striking appearance. He is a rangy. long- 
muscled chestnut which in August easily 
could have béen mistaken for a 3-year-old. 
He is taller than First Landing (16:21; 
to First Landing’s 16:1) and measures 
more at the girth (73% to 72). First 
Landing might be considered chunky when 
standing next to First Minister.

Harry Isaacs’ Intentionally, a cut below 
the top pair in performance. is a_ well 
made. dark bay colt, pint-sized in compar- 
ison to First Minister and First Landing. 
He is by a big horse. Intent. and should 
grow considerably this winter. 

Cambridge Stable’s Pilot. winner of 4 
of his 8 starts. appeared easily the best 
in the Sanford Stakes. which drew a 
field more distinguished for quantity (15) 
than quality. A chestnut son of Jet Pilot 
—War Shaft, Pilot was soundly beaten 
by First Minister in the Flash and by 
First Landing in the Special. so his con- 
nections considered it futile to send him 
after the same pair in the Hopeful. 

Mrs. Edward S. Moore’s Watch Your 
Step. by Citation—Stepwisely. did not 
race at Saratoga. He was very impressive 
in his works on the deep track (a_ half 
in :464+5. 6 furlongs in 1:1325). but he 
bucked his shins and had to be withdrawn 
from the Hopeful. A half-brother to Bolero 
and County Clare. Watch Your Step is a 
slashing. blaze-faced chestnut, about 16 
hands tall. a little light. perhaps. in the 
hind quarters. 


Hirsch Jacobs has a colt which seems 
certain to pop up in stakes soon. That 
Lucky Day is by Stymie, and he ran 
like Stymie in an allowance race at the 
spa. He thundered out of the pack at 
the quarter-pole an obvious winner, and 
displayed a tremendous kick that brought 
him home by an easy 4 lengths. He fin- 
ished third in the Hopeful. 

Mrs. John R. H. Thouron’s Die Hard, 
by Never Say Die. was impressive in break- 
ing his maiden, leading all the way and 
pulling away at the end by 4 lengths. 
He was dead-last in his first start, the 
Yearling Sales Stakes. won by John Doe, a 
stoutly made son of To Market. but he is 
nuch better than that. 

James Cox Brady has come up with 
maybe the best 2-year-old son of *Alibhai 
since Your Host. This is Landing, a half- 
brother to Landlocked. Landing won his 
only start in commanding style, leading 
all the way and simply toying with Brook- 
meade Stables’ seasoned Sword Dancer, 
which finished second. 

The Spinaway fairly well sized up the 
filly situation at Saratoga. Chenery’s 
Rich Tradition, eighth after going a quar- 
ter-mile, closed with a dramatic rush to 
win by an increasing 11%-length margin. 
This was essentially the same type race 
she had run when she beat Lady Be Good 
and Quill in the Schuylerville early in the 
meeting. By Rosemont, Rich Tradition is 
a half-sister to Hasty Doll and to a 
yearling colt by Citation which breeder 
Taylor Hardin sold to William Helis Jr. 
for $30,000 a week before the Spinaway. 

Second in the Spinaway was Hubert 
Phipps’ Recite. a chunky bay daughter of 
Citation—Level Best which appears to be 
as good as her pedigree indicates. After 
she won her first start by an overpower- 
ing 9 lengths, trainer Mack Miller hesi- 
tatingly admitted she might be a stakes 
filly. She figures to improve off her per- 
formance in the Spinaway and is to be 
reckoned with in fall stakes. 

Reginald Webster’s home-bred Quill, by 
*Princequillo—Quick Touch, came from 
far out of it to finish third in the Spinaway. 
She won her first two starts. then finished 
third to Rich Tradition in the Schuyler- 
ville. She. too. figures to improve, espe- 
cially at longer distances. 

|She did. On September 5 at Belmont 
Park. she beat the best of the fillies going 
6 furlongs. | 

Wheatley Stable’s Lady Be Good, win- 
ner of 4 straight in June and July, ap- 
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peared to be in the second flight of fillies 
in August. By Better Self—Past Eight, 
ske has early foot, as suggested by her 
conformation, but she does not appear in- 
clined to battle it out in the stretch drive. 

Mrs. Moore’s heralded Mommy Dear 
was the disappointment of the Spinaway. 
An easy winner in both her previous 
starts. the daughter of Polynesian—Miss 
Mommy raced with the leaders for half a 
mile. then fell back to finish fifth. [She 
was second to Quill in the Belmont race. | 

In summing up the East’s 2-year-olds. 
one must put First Landing by himself 
and await only his return match with Rest- 
less Wind in the Champagne Stakes before 
proclaiming him the best in the land. 
Among the fillies, Rich Tradition and 
Recite appear to be the best of an ever- 
changing group from which a clear-cut 
champion is yet to emerge.

Three facts stood out concerning 2- 
year-old racing here this season: (1) 
Llangollen Farm’s Restless Wind was the 
best colt, (2) North Star Ranch’s Dark 
Vintage topped the fillies, and (3) the 
number of good juveniles, particularly 
colts, was below normal. One reason 
the season wasn’t more productive was 
the fact that Fred Hooper and Hasty 
House Farms, often strong in 2-year-olds, 
came up with no early developments. 

Ten 2-year-old stakes were run during 
the co-ordinated 97-day Balmoral-Arling- 
ton-Washington meeting. The only 2-year- 
old stakes left on the local calendar (un- 
less Sportsman’s Park renews the Land 
o Lincoln) is the $25,000 Hawthorne 
Juvenile Handicap October 4. Dark Vint- 
age (4 wins) and Restless Wind (3) took 
7 of the 10 features. Dark Vintage and 
George A. Cavanaugh Jr.’s Pinecrest Miss 
each defeated colts once.

It was the most remarkable, too. since 
only 36 days before. on August 1. *Tomy 
Lee’s fore legs were “fired” to correct 
splint trouble. He wore bandages for the 
first time in the Futurity because there 
was still a raw spot on his right leg that 
had not yet healed. 

After the race, Childs and owner Fred 
Turner Jr., of Midlands, Texas, outlined 
plans for *Tomy Lee. 

On September 20, the leggy bay colt 
will leave by air for Belmont Park. where 
he will be made a supplementary nominee 
for the Champagne Stakes, to be run Oc- 
tober 11. Then will come his main ob- 
jective, the $100.000-added Garden State 
Stakes, on October 25. 

Childs is unwilling to speculate on how 
well *Tomy Lee will do over a distance 
of ground. “There’s no question about 
his speed,” Frank said, “and I’m sure 
he’s the best horse Ive ever trained. 
Whether hell go a route is something 
we'll just have to see.” The Garden State 
is at a mile and a sixteenth, and in de- 
ciding to make the trip East Childs and 
Turner indicate they feel strongly that 
*Tomy Lee will carry his speed as far 
as any 2-year-old is ever asked to travel. 

The Garden State also will lure Rest- 
less Wind and First Landing. which have 
been annihilating their rivals in the 
East and Midwest. so the race unquestion- 
ably will decide the 2-year-old champion- 
ship of the nation. 

In sharp contrast to some of his earlier 
races this year. *Tomy Lee came out of 
the gate perfectly in the Del Mar Fu- 
turity. Willie Shoemaker. riding at Del 
Mar for the first time this season, rated 
him along in third place, about a length 
and a half behind the early pace of *Ole 
Fols and Djebah. Going into the turn. 
Willie relaxed his held a little. and the 
bay son of Tudor Minstrel—Auld Alli- 
ance began moving up on the outside. 

Mid-way around the far turn, which is 
a quarter-mile from the wire at Del Mar. 
*Tomy Lee was in command by three

parts of a length, and the margin kept 
growing rapidly. It was 2 at the top of 
of the stretch, and. although Shoemaker 
did not force *Tomy Lee to do his best 
in the final furlong. he was  breezing 
along 3 lengths in front as he reached 
the wire in 1:0915 for 6 furlongs. 


“The race shaped up perfectly for us.” 
Shoemaker said after the victory. “*Tomy 
Lee was perfect in the gate’—it was the 
first time he did not have an assistant 
starter in the stall with him—‘and when 
I asked him to go to the front. he just 
got in gear and took the lead handily. I 
shook him up once at the eighth-pole.

According to a tentative schedule re- 
leased by trainer Johnny Nerud, *Gallant 
Man will run in the 114-mile Woodward 
Stakes on September 27 and the 2-miile

After the Gold Cup it will be decided 
whether the horse will be retired or kept 
in training for such races as the Wash- 
ington, D. C., International and Pimlico 
Special.

Voice from the Shadows 


New York. When Cohoes won the Sy- 
sonby Handicap at Belmont Park the 
headlines said. Gallant Man Beaten. Two 
months ago. when the same colt won the 
Brooklyn Handicap. the reports read. Bold 
Ruler Unplaced. In each case. Cohoes 
had come near the track mark in a super- 
iative race but was left in the shadow of 
the defeated. A few more races like this 
and he will have an inferiority complex. 

After Cohves registered his fifth win of 
the year in the one-mile Sysonby the 
*Mahmoud colt had no reason to feel in- 
ferior to any man’s horse. Running a 
mile in 1:35 under 116 pounds. the bay 
colt approached a track record for the 
third time this season at distances ranging

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from 6 furlongs to a mile and _ three-six- 
teenths. His time in the Sysonby was 
only a fifth of a second short of Count 
Fleet’s 16-year-old mark at Belmont. and 
only one other horse had run 8 furlongs 
as fast over the big track this year — Mrs. 
Adele Rand’s Clem. on a surface made 
faster by rain. 

Cohoes had come within two-fifths of a 
track record in winning the Brooklyn. 
when Bold Ruler raced for the last time. 
The Greentree Stable home-bred carried 
1:0 pounds that day. and was clocked in 
1:55%5. He also had run 6 furlongs in 
1:10. two-fifths of a second shy of a 
track record. in allowance company. Add 
te this a game come-on-again win in Sara- 
toga’s Whitney Stakes. 

Cohoes this year has already surpassed 
his earnings of his first 2 seasons. and 
part of this success must be credited to 
a few friendly words of advice spoken 
by 84-year-old) James Fitzsimmons to 
Greentree trainer John M. Gaver. In his 
first 2 seasons of racing Cohoes had a 
quaint and frustrating habit of trying to 
stand on his head whenever the starting 
gate opened. Ted Atkinson is unlikely to 
forget how the horse tossed him over his 
head at the start of the 1957 Dwyer 
Handicap. 

Mr. Fitz and Mr. Gaver were discuss- 
ing starting gates in general one morning 
at Belmont Park, and the conversation 
naturally got around to Cohoes. “Why 
don't you ask them to hold his head down 
ali the while he’s in there. Sometimes 
they will hold a horse’s head up and then. 
when the gate opens. bring it down. The 
horse follows through and stumbles. When 
you have his head held down he should 
break straight out of there.” 

Not surprisingly. the old) gentleman’s 
advice was taken. and Cohoes has been 
breaking smoothly ever since. The only 
question now is how to get him into the 
gate in the first place. 

The Sysonby was just such a_ case. 
When post time for the race arrived and 
starter George Cassidy turned from the 
direction of the stands. where a red light 
is switched on as a go-ahead signal, a rapid 
calculation showed only 6 horses in the 
vicinity of the gate. Cohoes was adamant- 
ly refusing to heed the coaxings of jockey 
John Ruane, assorted outriders, and assist- 
ant starter Jimmy Mayer, who had been 
sent a sixteenth of a mile down the track 
to bring in the missing starter. 

Mayer loaded Cohoes after *Gallant 
Man (134). Ambergris (110), and Re- 
neged (124) had been put in their stalls, 
and then the rest of the field filed in. 
*Gallant Man, first in, was also first out, 
but just for a jump or so as Eddie Arcaro. 
riding the recently syndicated colt for the 
first time. did not urge him. Ambergris 
forged ahead on the rail. 

Reneged shot over on the rail. with Co- 
hoes outside him and Mister Jive (113)

lapped on the Greentree colt’s right flank. 
These 3 went down the backstretch with 
less than a length between them. Tick 
Tock (111) and Admiral Vee (113) were 
outside and behind. and then there was a 
gap of 4 lengths before *Gallant Man. 
on the rail. and Ambergris. 

There were few changes in the race 
until the head of the stretch. Here Re- 
neged tired. Mister Jive assumed a head 
lead over Cohoes. and *Gallant Man be- 
gan moving up along the rail behind 
these 3. There was ample room for Arcaro 
to steer *Gallant Man out in front of 
Tick Tock and around the leaders, but 
after getting to within 3 lengths of the 
leader at the head of the stretch *Gallant 
Man. whipped from both port and. star- 
board by Arcaro. began losing ground. 

Cohoes. meanwhile. had a job on hand. 
and he worked hard at it. wearing down 
the washy Mister Jive in the final  six- 
teenth. 

*Gallant Man came out of the race all 
right. but as trainer Nerud and_ rider 
Arcaro agreed after the race. his big run 
was not there. After handling 132 pounds 
with apparent ease in winning the Sunset 
Handicap in California. the 2 extra pounds 
of lead in the Sysonby hardly seemed the 
answer. 

The guess here is that *Gallant Man 
will improve. The small but sturdy colt 
seems to build himself up to his best 
efforts. Pat O'BRIEN

first. that *Tomy Lee is a standout in his 
division, and second, that the 2-year-old 


crop. for all-around general ability. is 
about the best we ever had in the Far 
West. 


That second statement, of course, makes 
*Tomy Lee out to be quite a colt, and 
the feeling in California is that this leggy 
son of Tudor Minstrel, unbeaten in 6 
starts, is going a long. long way. 

Whitehead was asked to weight the top 
western 2-year-olds in order to furnish 
readers with an expert’s opinion of their 
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merits. He put *Tomy Lee at the top 
of his theoretical list with 130 pounds. 
then dropped down to 119 for his second 
horse, Finnegan.

This reporter differs with Whitehead 
on only 2 minor points. My second horses 
would be Royal Orbit and Jungle Dan- 
cer, and I don’t believe I could separate 
them. I'd have to give them, say, 118 
each, 12 pounds behind *Tomy Lee. 

And the filly, Khalita, would move up 
in my book. I wouldn’t have her less than 
fifth. 

*Tomy Lee began his career last win- 
ter at Santa Anita Park. Wearing heavy 
shoes, he nevertheless was good enough 
to win first time out down the 3-furlong 
straightaway. Trainer Frank Childs. who 
developed this exceedingly fine colt for 
oilman Fred Turner Jr.. of Midlands, 
Texas, then put *Tomy Lee away to await 
the spring-summer campaign at Holly- 
wood Park. 

*Tomy Lee proceeded to win 5 more 
in a row, each time as an odds-on favorite, 
becoming the darling of the form play- 
ers. He took an overnight race by 9 
lengths, then the Haggin Stakes by 8. 
the Howard by 1%4, the Starlet by 234. 
and the Del Mar Futurity by 3. 

His exercise boy, former jockey Hubert 
Trent, made an apropos remark after the 
Howard, in which Jungle Dancer piled 
up an early lead while *Tomy Lee. away 
slowly, was having trouble getting through 
the traffic on the backstretch: “We fin- 
ally got another horse in the picture of 
the finish.” 

Between his victory in the Starlet Stakes 
and his conquest in the Del Mar Futurity. 
*Tomy Lee’s fore legs were “fired” to 
correct splint trouble. He was fired on 
August 1. and the Futurity was run on 
September 6. Childs had to rush him a 
little more than he liked to get him ready. 
and he put racing bandages on him for 
the first time because one spot on *Tomy’s 
right fore leg was still raw. 

Yet. the Futurity was certainly one of

He won 2 
more allowance races with ease, improv- 
ing tremendously each time, then finished 
second behind *Tomy Lee in the Del 
Mar Futurity. 

That race earned more praise for Royal 
Orbit than any of his others. Off extreme- 
ly poorly, he worked his way through the 
entire field to beat everything but *Tomy 
Lee. 

A robust chestnut, Royal Orbit “out- 
looked” everything in the paddock before 
the Futurity. Had it been a horse show 
instead of a horse race, Royal Orbit would 
have won without many dissenting votes. 

Owned by Mrs. Jacques Braunstein. of 
Beverly Hills. Royal Orbit was sold for 
$19.000 at the final Louis B. Mayer 
dispersal sale, on January 6 at Pomona. 
His dam, Admirals Belle, brought $25,000 
at the same auction. 

Jungle Dancer had the same ill luck as 
Finnegan. being forced out of action 
after the running of the Starlet Stakes at 
Hollywood Park. 

strikingly handsome. exceedingly 
masculine son of Native Dancer. Jungle 
Dancer won 2 allowance races by 6 and 
7 lengths. then was second in 3. stakes, 
the Haggin, Howard, and Westchester.

That soundness is an important requisite 
for a stallion is shown in the fact that 
the 20 leading sires of 1957 raced, them- 
selves, an average of four seasons. Sea 
O Erin comes by his durability naturally. 
His sire, *Shannon II, raced six years. 
His dam, by Hyperion, produced three 
top-flight stakes horses: Saggy, Gains- 
boro Girl, and Sea O Erin. “Chantress 
was half-sister to four stakes winners 
and was out of a mare by Bachelor’s 
Double, a horse renowned in Europe for 
siring tough, durable race horses.
